sey';) Washington Tin es, Mr. Welliver 
said : 
“ For psychological effect, as a move 
In practical politics, it was necessary 
for (he Roosevelt people to Start con­ 
tests on the early Taft selections in 
order 
th a t a 
tabulation of delegate 
strength could he put out that would 
show Roosevelt holding a good hand 
In the game. 
“A table showing ‘Taft, 150; Roose­ 
velt. 19; contested, none.’ Mould not 
he very much calculated to inspire con­ 
fidence, whereas one shoMing ‘Taft. 
2"; Roosevelt. 19; 
contested. 
127.’ 
looked very different.” 
Contests Were Pur* Fakes. 
In other words, here is a frank avow­ 
al that nearly two hundred contests 
had been instigated ‘ for psychological 
effect” as "a move in practical poli­ 
tics,” to deceive the people into think­ 
ing that Col. Roosevelt had support, 
when in fact he did net have it—ut­ 
terly fake contests, started for a frau­ 
dulent purpose and With the full knoMl- 
edge on the part of Col. Roosevelt 
that their only reason for existence 
Mas to deceive the people and to pre­ 
pare the May for the cry of fraud 
Mhen they Mere dec! led against him. 
This is severe language but it is not 
more severe than the facts warrant; 
for of the 234 contests instigated by 
the Roosevelt 
managers, 162 
Mere 
thrown out by the unanimous vote of 
the National committee, the Roosevelt 
men joining with the Taft men in de­ 
claring that they had no ground what- 
ever upon w-hich to rest.

fornia case is declared by the third 
term ers themselves to be the strong­ 
est one they had before the convention 
and yet it falls to the ground com­ 
pletely when the simple facts are 
known. 
Attempted Steal for Roosevelt. 
And so one by one these contests 
could be taken up and it could be 
shown to the complete satisfaction of 
every fair-minded man that they were 
determined according to the law and 
evidence. 
There was no nomination 
stolen at Chicago for President Taft. 
There was a desperate attempt made 
to steal the nomination for Col. Roose­ 
velt but happily it Mas frustrated. 
With the audacity Mhich has always 
characterized his political career, Col. 
Roosevelt is attem pting to divert the 
attention of the country from the man­ 
ifest and admitted effort to steal the 
nomination for Himself by noisy and 
vehement accusation of theft against 
his competitor. 
It is time the truth 
were known. 
It is time an end w'ere 
brought to the gross slanders against 
the president of the United States and 
against hundreds of honest and honor­ 
able men Mho made up the convention 
Mhich nominated him. 
Documents in which the truth re­ 
garding all these contests is carefully 
set forth may be had by addressing 
the Republican National 
committee, 
Auditorium Hotel, Chicago.

New York State Investigating Commit­ 
tee Found Pale, Worn Women W ork­ 
ing in Twine Manufacturing Con­ 
cern Owned 
by the 
International 
Harvester Company. 


Awful conditions have been found 
by the state factory investigating com­ 
m ittee of New York in the m ills of the 
Osborne Twine company, No. 3, at Au­ 
burn, N. Y., owned by the Interna­ 
tional Harvester com pany, of which 
George W. Perkins, 
chief 
financial 
backer of Theodore Roosevelt in his 
schem e to ruin the Republican party, 
Is a director. 
“The 
appearance 
of 
the 
women 
workers in this plant,” said a member 
of 
the 
committee, 
“was 
very 
dis­ 
heartening. 
They 
were 
worn and 
pale and their 
clothes, 
faces 
and 
hands were covered with oil and hemp 
cloth. Many of these women, so called, 
are only children in age and they have 
to lug huge piles of hemp, weighing 
I AO pounds each, across the floor, the 
load in some cases being bigger than 
the women them selves. 
In the spin­ 
ning room, where women are employ­ 
ed alone, to the exclusion of men, who 
would have to receive higher wages, 
the clatter of machinery is so fright­ 
ful that a voice below a shriek cannot 
be heard. The rooms are dark, though 
for no necessary cause, and no at­ 
tempt Is made to remove the dust, 
which is kept in constant motion by 
the line shaftings despite the require­ 
ments 
of 
the 
law. 
This 
dust 
is 
breathed continuously by the wromen, 
many of whom complain of chronic 
coughs and colds. 
The dust and dirt 
are so thick upon the clothes of the 
girls that at the noon hour— which in 
many cases consists of 
but 
a few 
minutes—and at the close of the day's 
or night's labor, the girls have to 
sweep each other clean with brooms.” 
It is further stated that the custom 
of working the women all night is 
I < rmanent, married women being se­ 
lected for night work, their hours be­ 
ing from sundown until 6:30 o ’clock 
In the morning. 
Of 400 women em­ 
ployed in the mills, 200 work all night. 
When George W. Perkins was asked 
by a New York Times reporter for an 
explanation of the conditions in an 
establishment of which he is one of 
the directors, he made, in part, the 
following 
remarkab!? 
reply: 
“This 
night work has been rendered neces­ 
sary largely because of the govern­ 
m ent’s perfectly unreasonable attitude 
toward large corporations, which has 
made it impossible for managers of 
large concerns to know whether they 
were on foot or horseback, whether 
♦hey could expand their plans to keep 
up with increasing demands or not.” 
The late Mark Twain in his bright­ 
est moments never uttered anything 
more grimly humorous than the fore­ 
going explanation by George W. Per­ 
kins of why the company of which he 
is a director is working wom*n all 
night under the frightful conditions 
disclosed by the New York state fac­ 
tory investigating committee.

Subjecting the People of Fallen City 


to System of Persecution the Sheer 


Inhum anity of Which Is Reported to 


Outdo the Atrocities of the Congo or 


Putumayo at Their Worst. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
21. — Coupled 
with the fact that the last news re­ 
ceived from Admiral Southerland in­ 
dicated that a battle 
between the 
American forces and the rebels wfas 
imminent, failure of further dispatches 
to arrive from Nicaragua has caused 
some anxiety at the state department. 
The temper exhibited by Mena and 
his ally, Zeledon, former minister of 
war under Zelaya, has led to the belief 
that they persisted in the intention of 
forcing opposition to the progress of 
the Americans. 
In that case an en­ 
gagement has taken place. 
Official 
here expect to receive news today 
that the American forces have beet. 
obliged to fight their way to Granada. 
The 
necessity 
for 
the 
American 
forces reaching Granada as soon as 
possible was emphasized in delayed 
dispatches which have reached the 
state department. 
These dispatcher 
gave accounts of 
conditions in the 
rebel city worse than those which ex­ 
isted in the Congo or in the Putumayo 
rubber districts of Peru. 
Minister 
We! t i el stated that he had received a 
letter from Pedro E. Cuadra, minister 
of finance, and from Carlos Cuadra. 
his brother, the Nicaraguan member 
of the mixed claims commission, iii 
which in the name of humanity they 
beg the American minister to send re­ 
lief to Granada. 
They state that they 
have learned that the members of the 
family left yet at Granada are being 
most cruelly persecuted by General 
Mena. 
This persecution, they declare, 
is solely due to the fact that they are 
connected with the present govern­ 
ment of Nicaragua. 
The wife of the 
finance minister, they assert, is being 
hunted by Mena’s men in order that 
she may be made prisoner and tor­ 
tured. as have been two of her broth­ 
ers-in-law. 
These 
brothers, 
though 
they have held no public office, have 
been prisoners e\*or hince the first day 
of Mena’s revolt, and have been sub­ 
jected to the most inhuman tortures. 
They have been deprived of food for 
days at a time, and have been only 
permitted to obtain it when exhausted 
for lack of nourishment by the pay­ 
ment of the most exorbitant sums to 
Mena. 
For five days consecutively 
they were confined in a tiny, filthy 
closet, for three days of which time 
they were allowed neither food nor 
water. 
When released from this con­ 
finement they were nearly dead. They 
also have been informed by Colonel 
Daniel Mena that if the government 
troops 
should 
attack 
Granada, 
the 
Cuadra brothers would 
be shot 
at 
once. 
Food supplies have been confiscated 
by th* rebels, and the population has 
been kept In a state of practical Im­ 
prisonment. 
Greatest anxiety is felt 
for the safety of the students at the 
French college for women in Granada. 
Most of the students are daughters Of 
foreign residents of Nicaragua. 
Tile 
trains which bore the American forces 
toward Granada are also loaded witn 
food supplies to relieve the suffering 
in that city and in Mayaza. also held 
by the rebels under Zeledon.

HUTCHINSON'S PLEA 


Public Health Association Takes 


Advanced Ground. 


W ashington, eSpt. 21.— The feature 
of the closing session of the American 
Public H ealth association w as an ar­ 
gum ent against the bringing into tho 
world of “ill born.” 
The argum ent 
w'as presented by Dr. W oods Hutchin­ 
son of New York. 
Practically all of 
the discussion favored th e recom m en­ 
dations advanced by the New York 
specialist, but opinions differed as to 
the m an n er of elim inating weak chil­ 
dren ani bringing into the world only 
the strong. 
T here was no difference of opinion 
as to when the steps of preventing 
such births wert- to be ta k e n —all be­ 
fore the beginning of conception. 
Hr. 
Hutchinson held this m ethod of con­ 
trolling th*- stand ard of birth could be 
accomplished in two w ays—one to pre­ 
vent 
m arriage 
betw een 
physically, 
m entally or m orally defective or ill- 
m ated rn* ii and women, and th e other 
and more serious m atter, from the hu­ 
man** point of view, is to sterilize all 
of the unfit. 
All children should be 
carefully exam ined at regular period- 
following their birth, and as soon as 
it was discovered th a t they w ere des­ 
tined to become idiots, imbeciles, de­ 
generates or otherw ise abnorm al they 
should be rendered sterile and kepi 
under governm ental jurisdiction.

'•Gasoline King" Pleads Not Guilty 


and Trial is Set—Recommend- 


ations by Report. 


The grand jury was dismissed late 


yesterday afternoon by Judge Blair 
after being in session seven days. A 
total of nine indictments were return- 
ed by the grand jury. Of the nine in- 
dictments only two of the indicted 
persons are known. One is Claude 
Levi, who has been in jail since last 
Saturday night following a fight he 
bad with Jake Williams. 


Roy Murphy, the man who was ar- 


rested Thursday for obtaining money 
under false pretenses, was the other 
one of the two known to be indicted. 
Murphy -was arraigned in the circuit 
court this1 afternoon 
before Judge 


Blair and pleaded not guilty to the 
.charge. Judge Blair told him that 
bis trial would be set for week after 
next, probably on Wednesday. 


Murphy, from all appearances is 


the president, vice-president, secre- 
tary, treasurer, and board of direct- 
ors of the Consumers' Anti-Trust 
Company, which he alleged he repre- 
sented iu- selling gasoline to Bush 
county and Rushville people at elev- 
en and a half cents a gallon. The 
gasoline was represented to be 68 to 
72 test which can not be bought at 
•wholesale for less than eighteen cents 
a gallon. 


The order book found on Murphy 


showed that he had managed to 
fret $303.10 from men to whom 
he 


had sold oil. He collected the money 
in advance, the delivery to be made 
later. 
William Alexander became 


suspicious when Murphy failed to de- 
liver his order after repeated prom- 
ises to do so, and learned, after a lit- 
tle investigation, that it was a graft. 
He swore out an 
affidavit 
against 


Murphy, who was arrested and held 
to the grand jury. 


To allay Mr. Alexander's suspic- 


ions, Murphy ordered enough gaso- 
line to fill the order from the Tiona 
Refining Company. 
Mr. Alexander 


learned that Murphy had no connec- 
tion with this company. This after- 
noon he received, an affidavit, made 
before a notary public, and signed 
by C. E. Nelso, general manager of 
the company, that Murphy has no 
connection with the concern and had 
no authority to act for it. 


It developed today that O. C. Nor- 


ris had discovered that no such con- 
cern as that which Murphy asserted 
lie represented is in existence. Mr. 
Norris considered tlfe purchase of a 
quantity of gasoline at the alluring 
figure at which Murphy offered it, 
but he wanted it delivered before he 
paid the price. This Murphy refused 
to do. Mr. Norris, it is understood, 
would have bought if he had had a 
place to keep several 
gallons. 
He 


wrote to the Consumer' Anti-Trust 
Oil Company to inquire about Mur- 
phy's connection, and today the let- 
ter was returned to him because the 
company addressed could not be lo- 
cated. 


Levi was indicted by the

jury and charged with assault and 
battery with

slashed Jake Williams with a knife, 
the wound requiring sixteen stitches.

The intense heat of the past two 


weeks, while altogether somewhat 
detrimental to sweet corn, has been 
if infinite value to the development 
of field corn throughout Rush county. 
Juless exceptionally early frosts in- 
erfere, the corn crop of this section 
vill be heavy, and in view of the un- 
'uvorable" conditions which prevailed 
intil a few weeks ago, is one of the 
most unusual and interesting devel- 
ipments of the country's corn crop 
vhieh has occurred in years. 


The corn got a late start in this 


eetion this year. The early summer 
'ound much of it barely sprouted and 
midsummer overtook many fields be- 
ore it had reached a height of three 
eet. The stand was poor and in a 
umber of instances the start was 


most unfavorable. 


Then came such a period of corn 


veather as would, with 
reasonable 


tart of grain, have made a bumper 
ield. It went far toward overlook- 
ig the earlier difficulties of the crop 


but it could not overcome them en- 
tirely. A period of cool weather foU 
lowed and during it the corn made 
little progress. Then came the heavy 
rains and the July warmth which has 
lasted until the last few days and 
with the latter stimulus, ears that 
were little have swollen and become 
large, while stalks which under or- 
dinary influence would 
have made 


nothing at all is now staggering under 
the weight of an ear of its own. 


There will, of 
course, be some 


fields which were so hard hit by the 
early difficulties that they can yield 
little. Also in all fields there will be 
more than the usual amount of small 
and ill formed ears. But the whole 
yield, so the farmers say, is sure to 
be-large—larger than usual, provid- 
ing the late growth of grain is not 
cut short by very early frost. 


The low temperature of the past 


three nights has had the farmers on 
the anxious seat, for a killing frost 
at this time would mean heavy loss 
to many of them. AH of the corn of 
the county is by no means out of 
danger from the frost and,the same. 
is true of tomatoes and a number of 
other vegetables. 


Some of the corn, however, has 


matured and already 
some of the 


farmers of the county have been cut- 
ting corn. In fact, with the excep-f 
tion of wheat, all farm products have 
been abundant in Rush county this 
year.

Under the present 
plan vouchers are sent to the pen- 
sioners and these must be exectvted 
before a notary public. 
They are 


then returned to the Indianapolis 
agency and the checks are later is- 
sued. 


Tinder the new plan the cheeks wil 


be received from the department at 
Washington and a notary public seal 
will not be required. The necessity 
of great hardship to many, if not all. 
was often a hardship for 
many of 


the pensioners as some of them are 
getting old and feeble and were not 
physically able to hunt up a notary 
public. Under the present law how- 
ever, they could not receive their 
checks unless the vouchers were ex- 
ecuted by the notary. 


The necessity of appearing in per- 


son before a Notary Public or a 
Court attache has been the occasion 
of great hardship to many, of it all. 
pensioners. 
Many of 1liem are 
in 


feeble health and probably nine out 
of ten never leave their homes ex- 
cept when they are compelled to have 
their vouchers executed.

layed for several days because of

Awful conditions have been found 


by the state factory investigating com- 
mittee of New York in the mills of the 
Osborne Twine company, No. 3, at Au- 
burn, N. Y., owned by the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, of which 
George TV. Perkins, chief 
financial 


backer of Theodore Roosevelt in hia 
scheme to ruin the Republican party, 
is a director. 


"The appearance of the women 


workers in this plant," said a member 
of the committee, "was very dis- 
heartening. 
They were worn and 


pale and their clothes, faces and 
hands were covered with oil and hemp 
cloth. Many of these women, so called, 
are only children in age and they have 
to lug huge piles of hemp, weighing 
150 pounds each, across the floor, the 
load in some cases being bigger than 
the women themselves. In the spin- 
ning room, where women are employ- 
ed alone, to the exclusion of men, who 
would have to receive higher wages, 
the clatter of machinery is so fright- 
ful that a voice below a shriek cannot 
be heard. The rooms are dark, though 
for no necessary cause, and no at- 
tempt is made to remove the dust. 
which is kept in constant motion by 
the line shaftings despite the require- 
ments of the law. 
This dust is 


breathed continuously by the women, 
many of whom complain of chronic 
coughs and colds. The dust and dirt 
are so thick upon the clothes of tbe 
girls that at the noon hour—which in 
many cases consists of but 
a few 


minutes—and at the close of the day's 
or night's labor, the girls have to 
sweep each other clean with brooms." 


It is further stated tbat the custom 


of working the women all night is 
permanent, married-women being se- 
lected for night work, their hours be-' 
ing from sundown until 6:30 o'clock 
in the morning. Of 400 women em- 
ployed in the mills, 200 work all night. 


When George W. Perkins was asked 


by a New York Times reporter for an 
explanation of the conditions In an 
establishment of which he is one of 
the directors, he made, in part, the 
following remarkabls reply: "This 
night work has been rendered neces- 
sary largely because of the govern- 
ment's perfectly unreasonable attitude 
toward large corporations, which has 
made it impossible for managers of 
large concerns to know whether they 
were on foot or horseback, whether 
they could expand their plans to keep 
up with increasing demands or not." 


The late Mark Twain in his bright- 


est moments never uttered anything 
more grimly humorous than the fore- 
going explanation by George W. Per- 
kins of why the company of which he 
is a director is working women all 
night under the frightful conditions 
disclosed by the New York state fac- 
tory investigating committee.

The wife of the 
finance minister, they assert, is being 
hunted by Mena's men in order that 
she may be made prisoner and tor- 
tured, as have been two of her broth- 
ers-in-law. 
These brothers, though 


they have held no public office, have 
been prisoners ever since the first day 
of Mena's revolt, and have been sub- 
jected to the most inhuman tortures. 
They have been deprived of food for 
days at a time, and have been only 
permitted to obtain it when exhausted 
for lack of nourishment by the pay- 
ment of the most exorbitant sums to 
llena. 
For five days consecutively 


they were confined in a tiny, filthy 
closet, for three days of which time 
they were allowed neither food nor 
water. When released from this con- 
finement they were nearly dead. They 
also have been informed by Colonel 
Daniel Mena that if the government 
troops should attack Granada, the 
Cuadra brothers would be shot at 
once. 


Food supplies have been confiscated 


by the rebels, and the population has 
been kept In a state of practical \m- 
prisonment. Greatest anxiety is felt 
for the safety of the students at the 
French college for women in Granada. 
Most of the students are daughters of 
foreign residents of Nicaragua. The 
trains which bore the American forces 
toward Granada are also loaded witn 
food supplies to relieve the suffering 
in that city and in Mayaza, also held 
by the rebels under Zeledon.

WILL CELEBRATE 


RILEY BIRTHDAY 


Indiana Schools to .Honor the 


Hoosier Poet. 


THE EXACT DATE IS IN DOUBT 


While General'Repute Fixes Oct. 7 as 


the Birthday of the Well Loved Poet, 
Mr. Riley Himself Always Has Main- 
tained a Reserve on That Subject 
Which His Friends Never Have Been 
Able to Penetrate. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 21.—The birthday 


of James Whitcomb Riley-will be cel- 
ebrated next month with special pro- 
grams in the Indianapolis schools and 
the public schools all over Indiana. 
The date for the celebration has not 
yet been definitely selected, for the 
good reason that nobody is absolutely 
sure on just what day the anniversary 
of the poet's birth falls. Last year 
Oct. C was the date of the celebration, 
but this year Oct. G comes on Sunday. 
For this reason it is likely that Riley 
day will come this year on Monday, 
Oct. 7. It is probable that this is the 
correct birth date as a committee of in- 
vestigators last year gave the date of 
the poet's birth as Oct. 7, 1849. There 
seems to be no doubt that Mr. Riley 
was born in October. "Who's Who in 
America" says lie was born in 1S53. 
He will not tell. 


In a greeting sent to the school chil- 


dren of the state on the birthday cele- 
bration last year, Mr. Riley playfully 
accused them of having entered into 
a conspiracy to find out how old he 
was, but he did not volunteer any in- 
formation on the subject. Charles A. 
Greathouse, state superintendent of 
public instruction, says notices will be 
sent to all the public schools of the 
state informing them that it will be 
fitting tq celebrate Mr. Riley's birth- 
day this year with exercises. Mr. Ri- 
lej- is said to be in much better health 
now than he was at his last birthday. 
He takes a great many automobile 
rides.

WILL SOLVE THE FUEL PROBLEM 


Discoverer of This Rich Find in the 


Jungle on Boundary Between Pana- 
ma and Colombia Is Indebted to the 
Friendliness of Indians for His Great 
Piecs of Luck—Oil Actually Welling 
Up Out of the Earth. 


Colon, Sept. 21.—Information 
re- 


ceived here from several authorita- 
tive sources is that an immense 
oil field exists within a very short dis- 
tance of the canal zone, and that the 
oil is so plentiful and of such good 
grade as to make it of untold value 
commercially. Gerard Hamilton, editor 
of the English section of the Panama 
City Star and Herald, is one o£ those 
who vouches for the discovery. 
He 


has sailed for Xew Orleans and while 
in the United States probably will take 
steps to interest American capitalists 
in the matter. Mr. Hamilton says the 
oil fields are in Colombian territory, 
not more than a day's voyage from the 
canal zone, and that it is so rich in oil 
that the petroleum actually comes out 
of the earth and runs down into the 
sea. He stated that the matter is be- 
ing investigated by the canal commis- 
sion and by New York capitalists, with 
the idea of ascertaining whether it is 
In Panama or Colombia, as there is, 
it is reported, much doubt as to the 
boundary in that locality. 


The rte'.d was found by a German 


through gaining the friendship of In- 
dians. 
This man developed an oil 


spring by digging a large hole in the 
earth at the point where the petrole- 
um is percolating through the solid 


round. This well filled up, constant- 


ly replenishing itself in a few days. 


Mr. Hamilton pointed out that the 


discovery of oil in large quantities 
would practically solve the fuel ques- 
tion and do away with the necessity 
of transporting oil from the Pacific 
coast fields.

HUTOHINSON'S PLEA 


Public Health Association Takes 


Advanced Ground, 


Washington, eSpt. 21.—The feature 


of the closing session of the American 
Public Health association was an ar- 
gument against the bringing into the 
world of "ill born." 
The argument 


was presented by Dr. Woods Hutchin- 
son of New York. Practically all of 
the discussion favored the recommen- 
dations advanced by the Xew York 
specialist, but opinions differed as to 
the manner of eliminating weak chil- 
dren and bringing into the world only 
the strong. 


There was no difference of opinion 


as to when the steps of preventing1 
such births were to be taken—all be- 
fore the beginning of conception. Dr. 
Hutchinson held this method of con- 
trolling the standard of birth could be 
accomplished in two ways—one to pre- 
vent marriage between 
physically, 


mentally or morally defective or ill- 
mated men and women, and the other 
and more serious matter, from the hu- 
mane point of view, is to sterilize all 
of the unfit. 
All children should be 


carefully examined at regular periods 
following their birth, and as soon as 
it was discovered that they were des- 
tined to become idiots, imbeciles, de- 
generates or otherwise abnormal they 
should be rendered sterile and kept 
under governmental jurisdiction.

In the report made to Judge Blair 


the grand jury recommends some im- 
provements at the poor farm and in 
the court house. 
The report in full 


follows: 


We. the grand jury respectfully re- 


port that according to our instruc- 
tions, we have visited and inspected 
the various institutions belonging- to 
tlie county and report as follows: 


First, we find the inmates at the 


poor farm well fed and clothed and 
kindly treated by the superintendent. 
John W. Hume, and his wife. We find 
the farm well cultivated and the barn 
in good repair. We further find that 
the building used as a dwelling for 
the inmates needs some arrangement 
to protect the inmates in case of fire. 
We believe that its present condition 
is such that it would be impossible 
for the inmates to escape .with their 
lives if the building should be burned. 
This is a matter that we believe of 
importance. 
We find a bad sanitary 


condition on accotiut of 
unsuitable 


water system used to flush the toilets 
and believe this matter should be at- 
tended to. We do not believe that 
Rush county should take any chances 
where life and health of its unfortun- 
ates are at stake as we believe they 
are with the present arrangement of 
the dwelling at the poor farm. 


During our session we have occu- 


pied a room in the court house and 
have inspected the various 
rooms, 


toilets and stairways, and find the 
building becoming very dirty and un- 
sanitary and recommend that 
the 


building be cleaned from top to bot- 
tom. 
We recommend further that the 


building be opened to the public at all 
reasonable hours, and see no reason 
why the taxpayers should be exclud- 
ed from the use of the basement of 
Jl:e building at all times after six 
o'clock p. m. We believe the build- 
in;.' belongs to the public, the general 
taxpayers of the county, and that it 
should be managed that the general 
public could get the benefit of the 
toilet room and rest room of 
the 


basement of the building at all hours, 
irjid especially in bad weather and of 
evenings when the city of Ritshville is 
crowded with our 
neighbors 
and
